Best Soils for Oat*. 


••fc^ In the production of oats propei 


climatic and cultural conditions an 
of more importance than the tharac 
ter or even the fertility of the soil 
Owing to their greater water-holding 
capacity loam and clay soils usually 
produce better frops than sandy soil.' 
Sandy land with plenty of plant fooc 
and a Trjodwutely- arllf subsoil wll 
jrrow good oats, hut heavy, undralne< 
clays are too wet and cold for the bes 
growth of the crop. More water i 
required to produce a pound of dr, 
mutter In Qats than In any otlie 
cereal; hence the necessity for grow 
Ing this crop on land that naturall 
retains moisture or that Is well fllle 
with humus. On account of their liabl 
Ity to lodge, oats should not be grow- 
on very rich soil or on low, undraine 
lands. Good drainage is essential als 
In the prevention of injury from plan 
diseases-. 


Fertilizers and Manures.

and will do belter on poor soil^ tba 
most other grain crops the judicion 
use of fertlli/ers or manure is usually 
profitable.

Oats do best when sown in a rather 
firm seed bed. with two to thjjee Inches 
of loose, mellow soil on the surfuce. 
This can be obtained best;Jon corn- 
stall; land by breaking th'e stalks, 
daul.le disking either by lapping half 
cr cross disking, and thorough harrow- 
ing with a spike-tooth harrow. Lap- 
ping half with a disk harrow leaves 
{he surface more nearly even than when 
the field Is disked. The disks should 
be set to run three or four inches deep. 
Alter the seed bed is in good condition

Ihe land seldom is plowed for oats

litlers is luck of exercise. 
cold and snovvy weather hogs like to

untarily and not through force. Tuey 
should get their coin ration by hus- 
tling for it In the stalk fields and not 
by getting it fed around the sleeping 
qu.utets, on feeding floors, or in 
tiougUa. Feed them ear corn during 
the winter months and scatter it out 
in the

fields. 
The manure 


spiemler Is a good implement to use 
in scfttteiing this corn.

You 
can readily regulate the amount fed 
so Hint it will he picked vp clean, and 
>ou will lind next spring that there is 
not a bit of the torn lying around to 
go lo waste.

Best Soils for Oat*. 


••fc^ In the production of oats propei 


climatic and cultural conditions an 
of more importance than the tharac 
ter or even the fertility of the soil 
Owing to their greater water-holding 
capacity loam and clay soils usually 
produce better frops than sandy soil.' 
Sandy land with plenty of plant fooc 
and a Trjodwutely- arllf subsoil wll 
jrrow good oats, hut heavy, undralne< 
clays are too wet and cold for the bes 
growth of the crop. More water i 
required to produce a pound of dr, 
mutter In Qats than In any otlie 
cereal; hence the necessity for grow 
Ing this crop on land that naturall 
retains moisture or that Is well fllle 
with humus. On account of their liabl 
Ity to lodge, oats should not be grow- 
on very rich soil or on low, undraine 
lands. Good drainage is essential als 
In the prevention of injury from plan 
diseases-. 


Fertilizers and Manures.

of loose, mellow soil on the surfuce. 
This can be obtained best;Jon corn- 
stall; land by breaking th'e stalks, 
daul.le disking either by lapping half 
cr cross disking, and thorough harrow- 
ing with a spike-tooth harrow. Lap- 
ping half with a disk harrow leaves
